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Will Labor Bosses Ruin Labor? 


A serious question in the minds 
of many Americans today is this: 
What will be the outcome of the 
high-riding and ruthless tactics of 
the labor bosses? This problem 
is troubling people who have al- 
ways been defenders of the rights 
of labor. But they are now con- 
fronted with the growing mono- 
polistic power of the labor 
bosses. And they are asking how 
long it will be before labor — or 
its leaders — brings down on its 
own head a wave of revulsion from 
decent Americans. 


For instance, here in New York 
City we have had the spectacle 
of a strike of non-medical workers 
against a group of hospitals. The 
object is to force the hospitals 
to recognize a union. The hospi- 
tals are non-profit institutions. 
The strike left them without 
workers to cook and serve meals 
or clean the linen and rooms of 
sick and dying patients. Both 
federal and New York State laws 
exempt non-profit hospitals from 
having to recognize unions. The 
union called the strike anyway. 








The head of this union once hid 
behind the Fifth Amendment when 


asked about communist-front 
connections. 
Meantime, James Hoffa, head 


of the Teamsters Union, sounded 
off. Proposals have been made 
that the same laws which apply 
to business monopolies should 
also be applied to labor mono- 
plies. Hoffa declared that if Con- 
gress did any such thing, he 
would call a nationwide strike. 
And out in California, a very 
strange ‘‘trial’’ took place re- 
cently. Three members of a labor 
union were ‘“‘tried’’ by their union 
leaders because they had sup- 
ported a right-to-work law. They 
were expelled from the union — 
which means that, because of 
their political opinions — they 
can’t get a job in any union plant. 

Now I don’t know what the out- 
come of all this will be. But I 


suggest that the union leaders 
would do well to read a little 


history — the history of labor 
agitation in Germany and Italy 
before Hitler and Mussolini 


came to power. There were plenty 
of good Germans and Italians who 
hated everything Hitler and Mus- 
solini stood for. But they swallow- 
ed their hatred and remained silent 
— because they saw the dictators 
bring order out of the chaos 
created by radical and ruthless 


labor leaders. The result, of 
course, was tyranny over the 
whole nation — including the 


labor unions. Labor in America 
would do well to regain the good 
will it once had — or it will have 
no defenders left, should the 
*tman on horseback’’ ever ride 


here. 


NEA Censors Free Enterprise 


I wonder how many of you have 
been puzzled by the fact that 
your high-school kids know so 
much about the leftist United 
Nations, but so little about the 
American free enterprise system. 
Perhaps this will solve the mys- 
tery. Did you know that American

This is 
what the National Education As- 
sociation says!

The American Association of 
Physicians and Surgeons has for 
many years sponsored an essay 
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contest for high-school students. 
There are a number of such con- 
tests sponsored by different or- 
ganizations and groups. They give 
high-school students a chance to 
study and write essays on varied 
subjects, with the possibility of 
winning cash prizes for the best 
essays. In the case of Arizona, 
the National Education Associa- 
tion has approved 56 of these nat- 


tional contests for students in 


But the NEA 
refused to approve the contest 
sponsored by the Association of 
Physicians and Surgeons. Why? 
Because one of the subjects on 
which students were to write 
essays was ‘‘The Advantages of 
the ' Free Enterprise System.”’ 
NEA said this subject was too 
controversial! But NEA approved 
an essay contest on the United 
Nations sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Association for the United 
Nations. In other words, accord- 
ing to the National Education 
Association, American high- 
school students cannot be per- 
mitted to write essays on the 
advantages of the system on 
which our whole economic life 
is based. But they can be allowed 
to write essays abouta collection 
of leftists, socialists and com- 
munists which has been hung a- 
round our necks in the United 
Nations. 

However, there is another im- 
portant point involved in this 
shameful censorship by the NEA. 
It concerns the bureaucratic con- 
trol exercised state-sup- 
ported and managed public schools 
by the NEA in Washington. The 
NEA is the largest educational 
organization in America. Its 
ruling echelons are heavily in- 
filerrated with socialist thinking.

It has been among the staunchest 
defenders of so-called ‘‘progres- 
sive’’ education, which has 
caused so much trouble in our 
schools.

attending them. I suppose this is 
intended to make us believe that 
perhaps we have been too harsh 
in our condemnation of the com- 
munists for their war on religion.

BOOK REVIEW 


In Every Age But One 
IN EVERY WAR BUT ONE by 


Eugene Kinkead, 219 pages, 
Norton, N. Y. $3.75. 
In every age but one, the 


American people stood steadfast 
against foreign ideology. But in 
our time, communism succeeded 
in turning Americans against their 
own country. The scandal of the 
Korean POW camps was a reflec- 
tion, and a result, of the soften- 
ing-up process back home in 
America, without which it would 
have been impossible for Ameri- 
cans to betray their country, their 
buddies and themselves. Gradual- 
ly, the corrosive process known 
as brainwashing has forced even 
those who have been foremost in 
hushing it up to deal with it. An 
example is the present volume. 


Kinkead, aNew Yorker editor, 
wrote the article with which the 
magazine broke its boycott of the 
word ‘“‘brainwashing.’’ The book 
grew out of the article and pre- 
tendsto be the first serious study 
of the subject. The record proves 
otherwise. Indeed, this isn’t a 
rounded study at all, but a slanted 
version of one facet of it. 
(Editor's note: It was Mr. Hunter, 
not Mr. Kinkead, who first re- 
vealed the facts atout brain- 
washing — in fact, he added the 
word to our language). 

However, we should be thank- 
ful that the subject is being dealt 
with at all in “‘liberal’’ circles, 
and especially that at least one 
need — for strengthened discip- 
line — is stressed in this book. 








This is a bold and hopeful admis- 
sion on the side of those whose 
efforts have been focused on 
breaking down discipline. 

The book comprises, evident- 
ly, a more or less official version 
of the brainwashing story — which 
assumed that Americans haven’t 
the guts to stand being told all 
the facts. There is something 
shocking to me in an admission 
the author makes. When, at long 
last, he decided to write on this 
subject, he went to an official 
source. It asked him to hold off 
for a year or so. He did. Then 
when he finally was given the 
official nod, he dropped his coll- 
eague at official suggestion, re- 
placing him with substitutes 
whose Army posts assured he 
would be getting only the official 
line. I’ve always believed that 
American journalistic tradition 
relegated official communiques to 
official sources. There was noth- 
ingto stop Kinkead from going out 
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and digging up the real facts for 
himself. The questionnaires on 
which he bases so much of his 
book were farcical. To deny that 
the Chinese Reds perpetrated 
atrocitiesis a smearon our POWs 
and not true in the bargain. 

The role that basic convic- 
tions, and especially religious 
feeling, played in retaining 
stamina for mental survival is 
barely touched on, and then 
grudgingly. Yet the facts show 
that this was the basis for the 
most effective resistance to Red 
brainwashing. 

The production of this book, 
despite these sorry gaps, is a 
victory. The author is sincerely 
and honestly worried. But he is 
still too immersed in the fake 
liberalism of the present sad 
generation to be able to handle 
properly this most important sub- 
ject of our age. Nonetheless, his 
effort should be _ encouraged.
